This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

A) Claim 1 is drawn to preventing the appearance of artifacts produced when 
converting raster image data to a PDL image characterized by setting the size of like 
color image segments to a minimum size. 

B) Claim 2 is drawn to preventing the appearance of bottling artifacts produced 
when converting raster image data to a PDL image characterized by increasing the size 
of each like color image segment. 

C) Claims 3-4 are drawn to preventing the appearance of bottling artifacts 
produced when converting raster image data to a PDL image characterized by 
increasing the size of like color image segments by a small amount and sorting 
segments. 

D) Claim 5 is drawn to preventing the appearance of bottling artifacts produced 
when converting raster image data to a PDL image characterized by identifying borders 
between adjoining image segments and increasing height or width and adding new 
image segments based on the adjoining image segments.
